In this course children will learn, first, 
160 good songs; second, how to' 'place* * 
their voices; third, to recognize and 
classify rhythm; fourth, the themes of 
some of the best music. 

The songs in the Phono-Song Course, 
all sung by singers with the pure light 
soprano voices essentially suited to 
children's singing, are so graded that 
each new step follows the last in natural 
and logical order. 

The books to accompany these records are 
published by C. C. Birchard & Company, Bos- 
ton, Mass., one book for each of the four 
grades. The publishers also issue a Manual for 
Teachers, giving a complete outline of the 
course, and detailed direction for teaching it. 
The music in the books is printed just as the 
son^s are recorded, so that the teacher and 
pupils can follow as the records play.
